Death of Famous Baseball
Pilot Is Expected

Momentarily

Orlando, Fla., March 7. The death
of Patrick J. Moran, Cincinnati Hed
pilot, ts expected momentarily, ac-

cording to an announcement Issued at
11 o'clock today by Dr. U. H. Ed-

wards, attending; physician, after a
consultation with Dr. Carl Johnson,
of l'ltt-sburti-

h, Dr. J. 8. McEwan, of
Orlando, and Dr. J. W. Draper, noted
specialist, from New lork. Tom
Moran, a brother, is en route from
Kitchburc Mass.

Moran had lapsed Into an uncon-
scious state at tho time of tha con-
sultation and it Is not expected that
he will regain consciousness befora
death. Stimulants are being admin-
istered to keep the pilot alive.

"Moran spent a very poor nlpht,"
Dr. Draper said. "He la bclna; kept
alive by the use of stimulant and
the administration or water tinder
the skin In an attempt to rid liim of
the poison. He ha lapsed Into an
unconscious state and death will like-

ly come at any time,"
